GENERATION NO. 1 


4. Ericka Christine’ CHALLEEN * was born 11 Dec 1861 at Rélanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, 
Sweden, She was the daughter of Andrew (Andersson) CHALLEEN and Anna Fredrika 
PETERSDOTTER. Her Swedish surname was ANDERSDOTTER. She went by the name of 
Christine. Christine died 19 Sep 1930 at Minneapolis, Hennepin, MN, and was buried 23 Sep 
1930 at Rush Point, Chisago, MN. She married John JENNINGS ° 7 Jul 1886 at Duluth, St. 
Louis, MN. He was born 15 Nov 1857 at Collingwood, Simcoe, Ontario, Canada. John died 
5 Dec 1932 at Rush Point, Nessel, Chisago, MN.

Ericka Christine (Andersdotter) Challeen was bom in the farmivillage of Lurketorp, Ròlanda parish. She came 
to this country with her brother in 1880 and went directly to Rush Point to live with her father who had preceded her 
ten years earlier and settled on the shores of Rush Lake. She resided at Rush Point for most of the rest of her life 
except for 10 years when she lived in Duluth where she married John Jennings in 1887. By 1895 they had moved to 
Rush Point where they farmed, first on her father’s land and then on property purchased just south of the Rush Point 
store. She had three children, One son died in 1912 at age 24. Christine died at Swedish Hospital, Minneapolis in 1930 
at age 68 after a lingering illness. The funeral was reported to be one of the largest ever held in Rush Point up til that 
time. In their will dated 2 Sep 1930, John and Christine Jennings bequeathed all their real property to their son, Russell 
M., with the stipulation that he make payments of $500 per year for three years to his brother, George T. Jennings, 
Charles Challeen was named as executor. 


John Jennings was born in Canada and came to the United States in 1884. He met and married Christine 
Challeen in Duluth where the family lived for a few years before settling in Rush Point where he farmed,

2. William? JENNINGS ° (Christine) was born 1888. William died 8 Aug 1912 at Montana, and 
was buried 22 Aug 1912 at Rush Point, Nessel, Chisago, MN. 


Willie took a job as a fireman on the railroad. He was killed in a train wreck in Montana at age 23. 
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
